As the police officer so nicely explained to me, “it 
isn’t us, it’s the advertising agency you should be 
angry with”. 

And angry we are at any organization that calls us 
"Cheap" becasue we don t fall for their verbal hustle 
over the pl 
We are sure many of you businesses have been 
contacted by the "professional solicitor"-the kind 
who is "working with this case the Policeman's 
Benevolence Fund. 

They call up representing themselves as Jaycees or 
Teachers or Firemen, trying to sell you space in a 
publiciition’ or tickets to a country music show. 

The Carl Gallo and Assoc. Advertising agency out 
of Fort Lauderdale contacted us about a month ago 
soliciting for tickets to the show on behalf of the 
Policeman's Benevolence Association. We don’t 
normally take phone solicitations, but because it was 
for the law enforcement agencies for the county, we 
listened. 

We agree to buy a certain number of tickets at a 
specific price to send some underprivileged children 
to the show. In this way we would help both the 
police and some unfortunate kids who had little 
enough to brighten their lives. 

When the solicitation letter which was promised 
finally arrived by mail, however, the minimum 
donation was four times larger than the donation 
agreed upon over the phone. 

We filed it in the trash can. We were angry about it, 
but not angry enough to do anything but ignore an 
amateurish attempt at bumping àn agreed upon 
donation. 

But this past Monday night we had a followup phone 
call by the Carl Gallo Advertising Agency about our 
donation. They asked why they hadnt heard from us. 
We told them, pure and simple. We sell over the 
phone. We зей їп person. But whatever we sell is 
what the buyer agrees to purchase. We don't try to 
trick him into paying four times what he agrees. That 
is dishonest. 

We had just started to launch into another area of 
concern when the solicitor on the other end ot the 
phone shouted, “You're just too cheap." And slammed 
down the phone. 

This precipitated a call on our part to the police in 
West Palm Beach. From there we got the name of the 
Policeman's benevolence Association and the name of 
the advertising agencies handling the promotion. 

We talked with both concerned and got basically the 
same alibi. The police don't want themselves blamed 
because of-an advertising agency. The advertising 
agency doesn't want itself blamed because of the 
work of one man. 

But we feel the responsibility lies with both 
organizations. If the police hire an organization w hich 
is going to antagonize the public, then it is their own 
fault. If the advertising agency hires a man who is 
going to antogonize the public then it is a direct 
reflection on them. 

You can: be sure it will be a real cold day in July 
somewhere north of the equator before we ever listen 
toa phone solicitation again. 

And it is a real shame too. The law enforcement 
agencies in this county are, on the whole, too fine a 
group to be represented by such an agency. 


What's Happening Now 


By now. we're probably sounding like a broken 
record but South Bay still needs a city manager of 
some type. 

- City Commissioner Woody O'Neal, who is dead set 
against hiring any kind of city manager, stated South 
Bay's dilemma Tuesday...even if he didn't mean to. 

"When this whole thing (the city's sewer system) 
started." O'Neal said, “we had a man like that. He 
was the best fiscal agent in the world and he set it up 
so it was all in a package but what's happening now?” 

What's happening now, indeed. 

First of all. the city is refusing to pay off the three 
contractors who put the sewer system together. The 
commissioner's aren't even sure whether. the 


“^ contractors have finished or not in a number of areas. 


They're stalemated with one of the contractors 
(LaGrow Irrigation) over the matter of repairing 
streets, 

There is the distinct possibility of court action 
against the city. 

City commissioners weren't even too sure who John 
Stewart. the man they had hired to oversee the 
project. was responsible to or what should be done, 
by whom, now that Stewart has been too ill to 
perform his function for the past several weeks. 

The commission has a continuing problem with 
communications with each of the contractors, w ith 
the Farmers Home Administration and ‘even w ith 
Stewart and its own engineers..and the 
commissioners apparently can't figure out why. 

That's what is happenin g now and that's Just on the 
sewer. 

As Farmers Home Administration Regional Director 
Robert Jones said. "a city this size, with this kind of 
project. coting in the million of dollars, should have 
someone to handle all the day to day problems." 
And that's what should be happening now.

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Centennial Of 
World Missions 


What does one hundred years 
of mission work mean to a 
church? 

That's what the Belle Glade 
Seventh-day Adventist church 
is pondering during its 
Centennial of World Mission 
This year. 

Some folks argue that 
missions are not necessary, 
that native cultures should be 
preserved, says Pastor Lewis 
Bame of the church here. 
“Missionaries don't feel this 
way," he said "and they've 
lived among both the natural 
cultures and what some people 
might call the imported, or 
peoples affected by Christian 
missions." 

To prove his point, the 
minister tells of areas of the 
islands of the South Pacific 
where, he says, "before the 
coming of the missionary there 
was constant tribal warfare, 
and a man was not considered 
a man until he had killed 
someone and had the head to 
prove it." 

In many places, the church 
points out, you might say that 
women's lib began with the 
introduction of Christianity. 
For example, in these ‘same 
South Pacific islands, women 
were of less value than a pig, 
and it was not uncommon for a 
woman to suckle a piglet, as 
she might her own child. 
Missions have changed this. 
In fact, visitors to the New 
Hebrides, New Guinea and 
other islands have seen the 
difference in healthier, cleaner 
people and neater villages. 
“The Adventist missions in 
these islands have been called 
"the clean missions, " Pastor 
Bame says, "because of the 
very evident effect they have 
had on the lives of the people. 
Surely the development of 
healthier, happier people is far 
better than a culture preserv- 
ed that is degrading and based 
on fear. 

Missions don't- necessarily 
change the colorful dress of the 
people. But missions do strike 
down superstition, unhealthful 
habits, ignorance. |; 4 


Wherever the Seventh-day 
Adventist Church has gone in 
the past century, it has 
established clinics, hospitals, 
schools. 

Education, the church feels, is 
important to better living. If 
one were to take a wall size 
map of the world and place a 
pin everywhere that the 
‘Adventist church has establish- 
d schools, there would not be 
room enough for all the pins in 
many areas-for instance the 
heart of Africa. 

There are more than 4,000 
schools operated by the church 
around the world. 

In providing medical aid 
through its network of 354 
health-care institutions, the 
church cares fór more than 4.6 
million patients each year. 

This means that it must 
maintain a staff of people 
trained in the healing arts, and 
the training reaches out into 
the isolated areas of earth, to 
make the nations of the 


countries it serves self-suffi 
cient, able to care for their 
own. 

There are still parts of the 
world where people don't ever 
have a word for “love,” Pastor 
Bame said. 

"The missionary demonstra- 
tes what love is,” he said,” and 
then points the people he 
serves to the God of love he 
serves. This is what makes 
missions worth while.” 

After 100 years of carrying 
the message of a risen Christ 
to lands outside — North 
America, the Seventh-day 
Adventist church has work in 
193 countries and carries on in 
523 languages. Its world 
mission budget for 1974 is 
$65.7 million. 

Where in early days of 
mission work the church's 
missionaries would spend 
weeks traveling by dugout 
canoe or on safari afoot or by 
oxcart in isolated regions, its 
representatives todîy fly by 
mission plane and communicate 
by shortwave. 

Mission launches still serve a 
useful purpose in many parts 
of the world, as in the far 
reaches of the Amazon. But the 
flying clinics of the church are 
becoming more numerous and 
lives are being saved through 
the speed of modern mission 
transport. 

Does the cost of such an 
extensive mission work create 
a problem for the church in 
homelands that must contri- 
bute heavily to its support? 
Church treasurers.say not. 
"The more mission-minded our 
people are," explains Pastor 
Bame, "the stronger their faith 
and their. support of the total 
program of the church-the 
work here in Belle Glade and 
the schools and colleges of the 
church here as well as the 
work for peoples who are in 
need of tangible evidence of 
God's love in other corners of 
the earth." 

The chureh's only regret as it 
enters its centennial of world 
mission is that the task 
assigned by Jesus so many 
centuries ago in old Jerusalem 
is not yet accomplished: the 
gospel to all the world. 

“Only when we have finished 
this work,” Pastor Bame adds, 
“will Christ return.”

Anyone for a game of Cricket? 

If you don’t know how to play, don’t 
feel bad cuz neither can I, but at least 
I've seen the game played. 


Last Friday Dean and I were invited 
by Bill Hunter (Public Relations man 
for Fla. Sugar Cane League) to watch 
some guys play cricket. Well, the guys 
were Jamaicans who had just finished 
cutting the sugar cane around here and 
were taking a few days off before they 
left to go somewhere else. 


Cricket, Great Britain's answer to 
baseball, seems to be very popular 
among the Jamaicans. There were 
about a hundred spectators out there 
watching the guys and occasionally 
hollering catcalls. 


Me, I just stood there and watched 
the game and tried to listen to one of 
the supervisors explain how the game 
is played. Scatterbrained as I usually 
am it didn't help very much since the 
only thing I could determine was that 
the batter tried to hit or defend himself 
from the ball with a large paddle, like 
the ones the teachers used on us in 


grade school. 


I did find out a few things with an 
encyclopedia's help and from what I 
could muster from watching the men 
play such as the pitcher is not a 
pitcher but a bowler, and he bowls the 


ball instead of pitching. There are two 
batters instead of one and runs are 
determined when one of the batters 
hits the ball far enough that he and the 
others batter at the opposite end of the 

"bowling crease” can switch sides, or 
he hits it over, a boundary he scores 
four runs or six runs, depending on 
how it goes over. 

The ball by the way has a core of cork 
built up with string and cased with 
polished red leather and is very hard. I 
saw some of the guys rubbing their 
hands and knées after colliding with 
the ball. 

Cricket is not as strenuous as a game 
of baseball and players can play it for 
hours without getting very tired.

This is the fourth in a series of 
five articles: on 1973 Federal 
Income tax returns prepared 
as a public service by the 
Florida Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants. 


Traditionally the policy has 
been that a taxpayer can 
deduct from his income 
costs incurred in olh/aining 
income. This is, rofiéeted 
many varied deduétións 
exemptions permitted Gn ‘tax 
returns. 

The ordinary and necessary 
costs of business travel and 
entertainment are deductible, 
for example, if one is not 
reimbursed for these by an 
employer. All you have to be 
able to prove to Uncle Sam in 
that the expenses жеге 
directly related to the earning 
of income. 

One expense connected with 
the earning of income that 
cannot be deducted is the cost 
of getting to and from work, 
except in the case of a worker 
who must carry heavy or bulky 
tools or materials to and from 
the job, in which case he might

Get into a skid? What should 
you do? Most drivers never 
experience a skid. If you do 
remember to steer into it, turn 
the wheels in the direction you 
are sliding. This will let you 
stop skidding soonest. Turn 
the other way and you make 
the skid worse. Be sure you 
don't hit the brakes, you'll 
multiply your problems. If you 
have a clutch push it down, 
this lets the wheels grip the 
roadway better. All this will 
take some room. Just don't 
panic! 

Like to drive fast — up to 55 
mph that is? Remember that 
Jeft lane on а multilane 
roadway is for the fast drivers. 
If you would rather go at 45 to 
make your gasoline last longer, 
be sure to move into the right 
hand lanes, or the middle 
lanes.

A working taxpayer who 
incurs expenses for the саге of 
young children in order to be 
able to go to work can in some 
cases deduct those costs. 

Under certain conditions; if 
one has moved his place of 
residence because of a change 
in his place of work the costs of 
making the move are deduct 
ible. 

Professional fees paid to 
lawyers, brokers or CPAs for 
guidance or assistance in such 
fields as investments and t 
can be deducted, along 
the cost of a safety deposit box 
for the protection of securities, 
as well as subscriptions to 
investment advice services 
financial publications. etc. All 
are considered as having 
contributed to obtaining in 
come or managing income 
producing property. 

If a taxpayer owns income. 
producing property -- a second 
house, for example -- he can 
deduct the costs of maintaining 
and renting it out, along with 
payments interest and 

e deductible in 


in the second house part of the. 
year, however, expenses other 
than interest and taxes may be 
deductible опу up to the 
amount of income the property 
produces. 
Even gamblers who declare 
ling winnings on tax 
wares аге permitted to 
dedi the costs of earning 
those 


amount they have won.
